The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product as claimed could be made without 
the spring as used in the method and which product would not have the coefficients of 
expansion that the method includes. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their different classification and 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.

4. During a telephone conversation with Michael Scalise on August 25, 2005 
a provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-11. Claims 1 2-23 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Per Bro et al. show a solid electrolyte cell packaging device of interest while 
Bowsky discloses a glass battery seal of interest. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none 
of the art of record teach the claimed electrochemical cell including a ring with a 
sidewall and a base with a sidewall where a glass material extends to a seals with the 
ring sidewall and the base sidewall and where the configuration of the ring and the base 
are as claimed with the dual electrodes and separator placed therein including a plate 
sealed to a ring upper end. 

In addition, EP 360039, DE 3822733 and JP-551 55265 were cited in the 
corresponding European application but do not teach the claimed subject matter. The 
EP 360039 sets forth a seal for a battery terminal but does not disclose a glass seal 
between a ring sidewall and a base sidewall in the configuration applicant has claimed. 
DE 3822733 sets forth a glass seal between a disc and an outer housing in a battery 
but does not depict a glass seal between a ring sidewall and a base sidewall in the 
configuration applicant has claimed. The JP-551 55265 sets forth a glass sealing ring 
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around a battery terminal but not between a ring sidewall and a base sidewall as in 
applicant's claims.
